VER and over again the question has been asked ‘‘WHat DoEs KIwANis MEAN?” 

1 @If we take the history of the organization and the adoption of the word we find 
that ‘“‘Kiwanis’’ has no meaning, as it was made up of fragments of two or three words. 
@ It is a coined word selected for its euphony and, at the time of its selection, had no 
more meaning than any other agreeable sounding syllables assembled because they 

came trippingly off the tongue. 

@ But “Kiwanis” has come to mean something in the world. The idea back of the word has come 

to loom large in the advancement of civilization on this continent. 

@ Kiwanis sprang into its real being, found itself, coincident with the great world war. 

@ In all the great drives for war loans, for funds to back war charities and to help the soldiers, 

Kiwanis built both in the United States and Canada for patriotism, for love of flag, and built for 

love of the country that flag stood for. 

@ In all our District Conventions and through our District organizations Kiwanis has built for 

love of state or province, and has built for the love of all the best traditions of the locality in which 

these District organizations function. 

In its 

work for recreation grounds, for pure politics, for better housing and living conditions, for Safety 

First movements and for every charitable institution of which the city boasts, Kiwanis has made 

the cities in which it exists better cities to live in. Building for civic betterment has been the big 

outstanding feature of the movement everywhere. 

@ Kiwanis has everywhere built for better business standards. It is building daily in the minds 

of business men that a competitor is a man to be learned from, rather than to be hated, to cooper- 

ate with, rather than to quarrel with and its Business Ethics work has builded for a better standard 

among business and professional men everywhere. 

@So, too, has Kiwanis built up the personality of every man who is one of its members. It has 

taught him that he need not be tied to the leg of his desk; that it pays in actual cash to come out 

of his shell and mix with other men, receiving the hearty hand clasp that goes with the man who 

calls him by his first name and eliminates the objectionable ‘‘Mister.” 

@So in their wisdom your International Officers assembled recently at Chicago have adopted 

“WE BUILD” as the motto of our beloved organization to distinguish its members from the rest- 

iess horde who in these times of reconstruction are iconoclastic in their tendencies, striving to pull 

down and to destroy the existing order of things.

@ We have the right foundation of principles in the Kiwanis idea and on that foundation we have 

built in the past, are building in the present and will build yet higher in the future; bui/d higher than 

the most optimistic dreamer in the organization today can imagine. 

@ Twenty-five thousand men welded into one band with one single purpose today—tomorrow 

fifty thousand and another day a hundred thousand means an influence for good in the world 

which can and will bué/d a sentiment in favor of the Kiwanis idea which will permeate every cranny 

and corner of our civilization and be big work, good work, God’s work!

A president is an incident; a secretary is 
an institution. Every bit of credit for success 
does and should go to the president of the 
club; his work is creative, executive, but the 
secretary is the administrative head of the 
club; it is his job to guide and direct the en- 
ergies of the president, to tell ‘nim rules of order, to keep 
him posted on Kiwanis usage, to let him know the lim- 
itations of club finance and in a thousand ways to be his 
right hand. 

As the repository of Kiwanis information, as a perma- 
nent officer, there is absolutely no doubt but’ what the 
secretary is the man of all men in the club who should 
gain the information and gain the inspiration of a national 
convention of Kiwanis CLuBs.

There he will rub elbows with other secretaries, get 
their views on your own problems of attendance, on 
collection of dues, on entertainment and the dozen and 
one perpetual problems of every K1rwanis Cius. 

If there is any one man who can get his money’s worth 
out of a trip to a convention it is your secretary.

There was one point very thoroughly discussed at the 
meeting of International Trustees in Chicago and one 
principle very positively decided. 

Men join Krwants Ciuss not firms. A Kiwanis 
membership is not an asset transferable to another, to 
be bought and sold or to be inherited. It is an honor 
conferred on an individual, not on a corporation or 
business house. 


If Jim Jones is a member of a Krwanis Cuius and Jim 


‘dies, his membership dies with him. 


The reasons are that Jim may be a fine fellow, in fact 
must be a fine fellow or he would not be a Kiwantan. 
The man who steps into Jim’s shoes as manager, as 
president or whatever position Jim held in his firm may 
not be at all desirable as a Krwanian. 


Take one of the big telegraph or express companies. 
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They change managers from time to time. They move 
men around the country like checkers on a checker board. 
It will never do for your club to say to the Western 
Union or the Postal that they have a membership in 
your Krwanis Club as the next man sent to your city 
might not be at all desirable and your men should have 
the chance to give the new manager the once over before 
admitting him to the club. 
+ * * * 

More and more every day are traveling KiwaNIANns 
getting to look out for and attend the luncheons of the 
clubs in the cities in which they are doing business. 
There is no way in which a man can get his Kiwanis 
enthusiasm aroused so much as by visiting another 
club. 

If the club he visits is a better club than his own he 
goes home filled with enthusiasm over what can be made 
out of a Kiwanis Cius and if the club he visits is not so 
good as his own he goes back home puffed up with par- 
donable pride over his own club. 

In either event it is a wholesome thing for him to visit. 

KrwANIANS should not feel that there is any need of 
an invitation to a local club. It is pretty much the 
universal custom now to allow visitors to pay for their 
own lunch and so long as that rule prevails visiting 
KIWANIANS will have no reluctance in visiting. In such 
a case there is no reason why he should not take with 
him a friend of that city who is not a member.

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Only recently a Krwantan from Harrisburg was in 
our city and brought with him to our club a friend.

There is one matter which should be taken up in every 
district convention this summer before the convention. 
Every district governor in the United States and Canada 
should attend the big convention in Portland. They 
should be there to watch and to participate in all legisla- 
tion. Krwanis has a purely republican form of govern- 
ment and our district governors know the crystalized 
sentiment of all the clubs in their own district and should 
be at the convention to express that sentiment. 

it is as much as can be asked of these men, big men of 
affairs, that they spend the time necessary to take this 
trip. They should not be asked to pay their own expenses 
and it is impossible for the international organization 
to do it at the present per capita tax. Neither is it 
possible for the district to pay the expenses of its district 
governor On any per capita tax of less than $1.00 for the 
district. 

Most districts started with too small a tax, many of 
them as low as twenty-five cents. This will not cover 
the expenses for traveling, postage and telegrams, let 


alone send the district governor to Portland, as this 
trip will cost $500 from most eastern points. 

It, of course, is a district problem rather than an inter- 
national one but we feel that most districts will have 
a convention before the international one and this should 
be legislated on.

as January twenty-second, twenty- 
third and twenty-fourth the first 
mid-year meeting of International offi- 
cers and trustees was held at headquarters 
in Chicago. 

The rapid growth of Krwanis_ has 
created many problems of vital signifi- 
eance which must receive attention be- 
tween the annual conventions. 

No incorporation ever had at its dis- 
posal a group of directors more eminently 
fitted to guide and direct its affairs than 
has International Kiwanis in its present 
Board of Trustees. If attention had been 
given to choosing the men for the board 
on account of their particular professions 
or vocations a more satisfactory combina- 
tion of personalities and abilities could 
not have been selected. 

To have sat in on any one of the meet- 
ings would have been an inspiration to 
every Kiwanian. Differences of opinion 
appeared in connection with nearly every 
item stated for consideration and healthy 
discussion always led to a clearer apprecia- 
tion of the fundamental issue involved 
and inevitably led to a unanimous vote. 

To indicate the amount of business 
handled it may be interesting to note that 
except for a recess for luncheon the board 
sat in executive session from nine to five 
each day for three days. The steno- 
graphic transcript of the proceedings 
covers four hundred and fifty-four pages. 
By comparison it is to be noted that the 
business transacted was doubled the 
amount handled at any international con- 
vention. 

The following report of the main items 
of business handled is of necessity very 
brief. 


The Office Executive Committee ap- 
pointed by President Elliott officially 
approved by the board. 


The policies approved by the Office 
Committee regarding the Extension De- 
partment; district organization plan; bud- 
get plan for local clubs; relation between 
loeal, district and international commit- 
tees endorsed by the board. 


The Portland convention program out- 
lined in the October issue of magazine 
endorsed. Sanger’s Tours officially en- 
dorsed in arranging special tour to Port- 
land convention. 

Standard by-laws approved by the 
Office Committee endorsed by the board. 

The following new Kiwanis districts 
approved: c 


1. District of the Carolinas. 

2. Alabama-Florida District. 

3. Nebraska-Western Iowa District. 
4. Illinois-Eastern Iowa District. 

5. Louisiana-Mississippi District. 

6. Tennessee-Kentucky District. 

7. District of the Northwest. 


Board adopted unlimited local member- 
ship as the general policy of Kiwanis. 

Board endorsed plan to recommend 
that in the future members of each inter- 
national committee be so chosen that 
meetings of the several committees might 
be held at no great traveling inconven- 
ience to the members. 

Every program formulated by any 
international committee must be approved 
by the Board of Trustees before ~being 
placed before the local clubs for considera- 
tion. 

No material concerning the program of 
any committee shall appear in the official 
publication unless first endorsed by the 
Board of Trustees. 

The board went on record as opposed 
to the principle of associate members in 
the local clubs. An amendment to the 
constitution in connection with this sub- 
ject will be submitted at the Portland 
convention to test the sentiment of local 
clubs in this connection. 

Several amendments to the constitu- 
tion were proposed which a committee 
on constitutional revisions will put in 
proper form and submit to all the local 
clubs according to constitutional require- 
ment at a later date.

New England District request to be 
allowed to operate separate extension 
work not granted but ample provision 
made for meeting every New England 
Kiwanis need after investigation has been 
made by district organization.

Subjects of Special Importance to 
all Local Clubs 


I. Transfer Membership 

The Board of Trustees requests that 
each and every Kiwanis Cius incorpor- 
ate within its local by-laws the transfer 
membership provision as a matter of 
general policy. The new clause for adop- 
tion follows: 

‘‘Membership shall be of three classes; 
active, honorary, and ‘transfer.’ Active 
members of other chartered Kiwanis 
Ciuss who have permanently trans- 
ferred their business or profession to this 
city, and whose classification is filled at the 
time of transfer; may be made a transfer 
member by two-thirds vote of the direc- 
tors present at any regular meeting of 
the board. Only members presenting 
proper credentials will be accepted on 
transfer. No membership fee shall be 
charged a transferring member. The 
transfer member shall pay regular dues 
and shall have all member privileges 
except that of voting.” 


II. Convention Registration Fee 

A registration fee of $5 will be charged 
each official delegate and alternate and inter- 
national officer and trustee at the Portland 
convention. The entire amount received 
from this source will be used for adminis- 
tration purposes by the international

HE world is awakening with such 
alertness to the fact that earth 
dwellers of ages gone have left not 

only their impress upon the physical 
features of the world but also their in- 
fluence upon the generations following 
them, that I believe it may be of interest 
to Kiwantans to learn why it is that 
Vancouver, Canada’s commercial capital 
of the Pacific coast, is called “The Lion 
Guarded City” and how it is that its people 
feel instinctively that they are always 
protected. 

Overlooking the peninsula upon which 
Vancouver is built are two mountain 
peaks resembling the heads of large lions. 
Of these twin peaks an Indian legend 
has been handed down, told and retold, 
until the whole mental atmosphere about 
has become impregnated with it and people 
sense its power as readily as they inhale 
the oxygen that keeps them alive. 

During ages so long ago that the Rockies 
must have been in their making, humans 
dwelling upon the part of North America 
now called British Columbia were always 
at war upon one pretext and another. 
Who were entitled to the best fishing 
beaches, the widest hunting spaces, the 
most brilliant costumes, the most war- 
riors, the biggest canoes, the highest 
totem poles! Just exactly as peoples 
of to-day fight about temporary posses- 
sions and glory that is trivial. 

A chief of the highest and most powerful 
tribe had two daughters of whom he was 
tremendously proud, and mighty nice 
girls they must have been according to 
the stories handed down about them.

Thurston, The Magician 


Tells how he was imbued with the 
idea of becoming a magician

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Here is a plain unadulterated boost 
for a man who has helped Kiwanis. 
In going over the weekly luncheon notices 
from Kiwanis Cuiuss all over the coun- 
try time after time your editor has noticed 
that they have been highly entertained 
by that prince of conjurers, Thurston, 
the magician. 

Thurston has never taken a penny for 
one of these performances and has never 
refused an invitation to be oral booster 
at a Kiwanis luncheon. He says frankly 
that he likes Kiwanis Cuiuss better than 
any organizations on this continent and 
likes to be with the boys. 

Your editor had the pleasure of meeting 


this genial chap recently and induced 


him to tell Krwanians just a wee bit of 
how he got into his unique profession. 
With reluctanee he gave us the story, 
for Thurston is not forward. But if you 
notice his name on the play bills in your 
town go and say ‘“‘Kiwanis” to him and 
you will get his hearty answer “‘Glad to 
go.” 

“There is so much back of my entering 
into the work of a magician that I scarcely 
know where or how to begiri to tell a story 
of my life. But suffice it to say that the 
first yearning for excellence in the practice 
of magic I ever felt was during a perform- 
ance of Herrmann in my home town of 
Columbus, Ohio, when I was but a lad of 
seven summers. I can’t say that just then 
I had any serious emotions that I would 
ever espouse the profession, but in looking 
back through the eventful years that inter- 
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vyene, I must confess 
that it was a night of 
thrills and impulses 
that were beyond the 
mastery of my boyish 
inderstanding. 

“At any rate, from 
then on, mixed with 
a career that is al- 
most too checkered 
to be credible, I prac- 
ticed little bits of 
sleight of hand and 
added to what I had 
observed that night 
by an ingenuity that 
I recognized but did 
not appreciate. As a 
result of my early 
experiences I found 
myself continually 
called upon hy 
friends to assume the role of entertainer. 

“My beginning with tricks so early, 
before I really had any confidence in my 
ability, made me resort to more glibness 
and misdirecting explanation than was 
customary, and I attribute what fluency 
and quickness of repartee I possess to 
these early dilemmas in which I constantly 
found myself. 

“While I was a student at the D. L. 
Moody School, at Northfield, Mass., I 
gave what was really my first performance 
before a dignified and serious audience at a 
weekly meeting. Everything went well 
until I relieved Dwight L. Moody of a 
suspicious deck of cards and demonstrated 
my cleverness in handling illusions by 
decapitating one of my school chums, 
in the course of which several of the pro- 
fessors’ good wives fainted. My magic 
impulse was nipped in the bud at Moody 
School on the plea that such seances were 
not fitting for prospective divines. 

“After developing many tricks and 
illusions, I finally worked into vaudeville 
through the patronage of Tony Pastor. 
I felt that I had now struck my pace, 
for from then my efforts met with pleasing 
BUCCEeSS, 

“One evening in Denver, a few months 
later, I was informed that Herrmann 
occupied a box. He had heard of my 
cleverness with cards and came to see my 
tricks, After the performance the old 
wizard complimented me by saying, 
‘Mr. Thurston, you are the only one who 
ever mystified me with cards.’ 

“From this western tour I went to 
England and played under the title of 
‘King of Cards’ for twenty-six consecutive 
weeks at the Palace Theatre. 

“Following this engagement I made an 


extended tour of the continent, during . 


which time I gave many special perform- 
ances before crowned heads and nobility. 

“On returning to America I set to work 
to perfect a number of illusions and ne- 
cromantic deceptions which have been 
meeting with years of success in many 
of the largest playhouses throughout the 
country. 

“In 1904, induced by a consuming 
desire to meet the fabled tricksters of the 
Orient, I started on a playing tour around 
the world. The natives of the far East 
took my tricks seriously, and I found 
myself almost uncomfortably successful. 

“IT hastened my trip around the world

EING the son of a clergyman of the 
third generation I was reared after 
the ‘‘strictest sect a Pharisee,’’ not 

that I was bigoted or narrow, but for the 
first twenty-five years of my ministerial 
life I never set foot outside the religious 
circle. Seated one day in my study in 
reflective mood, the words of the Great 
Teacher flashed across the canvas of my 
mind like an electric current—‘The field 
is the world”; your field is not the world. 
You never come in touch with this vast 
uncultivated expanse, whose vision the 
Master saw. The greatest moral teacher 
dined with the Pharisee and the Publican 
alike. He sat with sinners; He attended 
social functions wherever invited; at Cana, 
when the wine for wedding guests was 
exhausted, He turned the water into wine 
that the festivities might not fail. 


I saw a new vision of ministerial acts. 
I accepted invitations to preach memorial 
sermons and speak at club and business 
men’s banquets. This enlarged until I 
was in touch with every fraternal and 
social order of our little city. They began 
to visit my church annually. I found 
that my influence for the public was en- 


larged more than a hundred fold. They 
said—‘‘Reverend, you are a good all 


round fellow.’’ I replied, “I have learned 
the lesson of my life.” 


lowered my standard of life nor compro- 
mised a principle. That was unnecessary 
and would have been wrong. I simply 
mingled with men for their uplift.

Five years ago, to be exact, a unanimous determination to advance the cause of 
resume native Artists and Composers was started in Lockport, N. Y., a small city set 
upon a hill, located twenty-six miles from Buffalo, twenty-two miles from Niagara 


Falls, and whose gradually sloping hillside reaches to the beautiful shores of Lake Ontario twelve miles to the 
northward. 


There is no particular reason why this little city, famous for its old-fashioned hospitality and canal locks, 
should have become the mecca for music lovers who worship at the shrine of pure Americanism—other than that 
the man who was the founder and pioneer of this great American movement lived there. From the staging of 
the first all American Artists’ Series (a modest beginning) to the present Festival, recognized as the greatest 
held in this country, its growth has been gradual and certain. 


Within the past few years, leading managers, music publishers, artists, speakers, and prominent business 
clubs of the country have all gone on record as friends and actuaries of this great new musical American propa- 
ganda. 


Musical patriotism and expression has taken form at this great Festival—the public isinterested. From 
nearly every State in the Union during the first week of September gather men and women prominent in the 
musical life of the country. The American Festival was established primarily as an institution for the highest 
artistic standards and to help rid if possible the unjust discrimination that had been placed against our own 
artists and composers.

DETROIT, MICH., has been hearing 
from Henry Deland, the founder of the 
Cadillae Motor Co., on Boosting De- 
troit, from a Department of Justice man 
about hunting Reds and Bolsheviks, from 
our minister to Korea, and our old friend 
Atta-Boy Parkinson, chairman of the 
Father and Son’s Day Committee, secured 
the use of an entire High School for an 
afternoon, for the Old Boys and the Young 
Boys, and they had lunch and entertain- 
ment from 1:30 to 3, and gym and bathing 
in the swimming pool from 3 until 5! 
Splendid party, we will say. Sam Cum- 
mings has been commending them on the 
way their members pay up their dues.

Christmas eve, retiring Presi- 
ent McLaren presided at a great Christ- 
mas tree for the kiddies at the Kindergarten. 
KirwaNntAn Jim Findlater was Santa. 

Since the New Year, the new President, 
Joe Noll, has presided at two meetings with 
characteristic pep. The first was a New 
Year’s resolutions meeting, the second 
being featured by an address on ‘“‘Democ- 
racy in the Schools,” by Prof. O. S. Trum- 
bull of the local schools. 

KNOXVILLE, TENN., has been hear- 
ing from Governor Roberts, Gypsy Smith, 
Dr. Toothacker, Maleomb McDermott, 
and are having fine peppery meetings with 
a splendid attendance. 

KALAMAZOO, MICH., had a big 
meeting jointly with the Ad Club to bring 
in New Years in properform. They also 
held one meeting at the High School and 
the circular advertising the event had an 
examination sheet which was fine.
